It  has  pleased  the  Almighty  disposer  of  events,  who 
'j[rtvenis  and  rules  among  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth,  lo  raise 
\()ur  Majesty,  while  in  the  morning  of  life,  to  a  throne  ot 
jM»wer,  at  the  head  of  an  empire,  which,  in  many  respects, 
Nijcnds  foremost  amon^  the  nations  and  kingdoms  of  the 
v.imM.  Ilis  witli  feelings  ofthnt  profound  respect  which  is 
lUstly  due  u>  so  higli  an  oflice  that  i  olfer  this  address.  The 
imporlanco  of  the  subject,  and  the  obligation  which  I  am 
iiinier  l<»  the  (lod  whom  I  serve,  and  to  the  peo{>le  of  the 
ttfe  in  which  1  live,  are  the  only  apologies  which  I  ofler 
lor  llniK  intrinling  ujion  tlie  attention  of  your  Majestv. 

k'nuw  asaandlii  tliat  the  world  in  which  we  live  is  on  th<; 
''yt:  o\  a  RKVor.rTiov,  nn»re  wrindcrful  in  its  beofinnini' — 
luojr  rapid  m  its  pn>gress — more  ])owerlul  in  its  operalionii 
— more  extensive  in  its  elfects — more  lasting  in  its  inlluenee 
— and  more  irnp(»r(uni  in  its  conse(juences,  than  any  which 
man  hu*  yet  witnessed  upon  the  earth  :  a  revolution  in 
wiiich  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  are  vitally  interested, 
b(»ih  ffliijiouRly  and  jn>Iitieally — temporally  and  spiritually  ; 
one  on  whidi  the  fate  of  all  nations  is  suspended,  and  upon 
wiiirlt  the  future  destiny  of  all  the  affairs  of  earth  is  made

The  first  great  and  universal  monarchy  after  the  dehige 
was  the  liingdom  of  Bahel,  or  Babylon.  This  was  founded 
by  Nimrod,  an  the  plains  of  Ejupbrat^e?,  and  continued,  to 
strengthen  itself  until  the  time  of  >ieb«chadnezzar,  whom 
the  Lord  raised  up  to  be  his  servjnrt,  tO'  execate  Ms  v»:a 
geance  upon  the  nations.  ]>y  a  series  of  the  most  strikinjj; 
j>rophetic  declarations  of  Jeremiah  the  Prophet  and  others, 
and  their  no  less  striking  fulMlnient.  llns  monarch  marched 
forth — conquering  and  to  conquer — till  Tyre,  Eaypt,  and 
J udea,  and  all  the  surrounding  nations,  were  subdued  and 
brought  into  captivity  for  seventy  years.  'I'his  was  so  ex- 
tensive, that  Daniel  the  Prophet  exclaimed  lo  the  King  of 
Babylon,  "  The  God  of  heaven  hath  given  thee  a  kingdom, 
power,  strength,  and  glory.  And  wheresoever  tlie  children 
of  men  dwell,  the  beasts  of  the  field,  and  the  fowls  of  tlie 
heaven,  hath  he  given  into  thine  hand,  and  hath  made  thee 
ruler  over  them  all." 

^ri is  monarch,  standii^g  at  the  head  of  nations,  and  sway- 
ing his  sceptre  over  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world,  was  the 
favoured  instrument  to  whom  the  Almighty  made  known  his 
purposes  touching. the  government  of  the  world  in  all  suc- 
ceeding ages.  While  resting  upon  his  bed  in  the  deep 
silence  of  midnight,  when  the  busy  world  was  lost  in 
slumbers,  and  wearied  nature  hushed  to  silence  and  repose, 
an  anxious  inquiry  arose  in  his  mind  iii  regard  to  the  things 
which  shouM  "  come  to  pass  hereafter."  His  mind  r(;anied 
down  through  the  dark  vista  of  future  and  distant  periods, 
and  would  fain  have  understood  and  contemplated  (he  events 
of  the  "  latter  days."  Thus  lost  in  contemplation,  and^q^r- 
whelraeji  'with  deep  sleep,  his  mind  was  suddenly  caught 
from  the  subject  of  his  meditation,  and  the  visions  oi'  heav^ii 
were  (.ipened  to  his  view.  A  great  image  stood  before  him, 
whose  head  was  of  fine  gold,  his  breast  and  arms  of  silver, 
his  belly  and  thighs  of  brass,  his  legs  of  iron,  and  his  feet 
and  toes  part  of  iron  and  part  of  clay.  He  beheld  till  a 
.stone  was  cut  outof  themountain  without  hands,  which  smote 
the  image  upon  the  feet  and  toes;  then  was  the  wiiole 
image  broken  to  pieces  together,  and  became  like  the  chafl 
of  the  summer  thrashing  floors,  and  the  wind  blew  it  away  ; 
but  the  stone  became  a  great  mountain,  and  filled  the  whole 
earth.  When  the  king  awoke  from  this  vision,  he  sent  for 
his  wise  men,  but  none  of  them  could  unfold  unto  him  his 
dream  and  the  meaning  thereof,  till  Daniel  was  forthcoming 
with  this  striking  declaration,  "There  is  a  God  in  heaven 


that  revcalelh  secrets."  This  man  of  God  tlien  proceeded 
to  tell  the  dream  and  the  interpretation  thereof.  The  head 
of  gold  represented  Nebuchadnezzar  and  the  kingdoms 
over  which  ne  reigned  ;  the  breast  and  arms  of  silver  repre- 
sented the  Medes  and  Persians,  who  next  succeeded  in  the 
government  of  the  world  ;  the  belly  and  thighs  of  brass  re- 
})re.sented  the  empire  of  Alexander  and  his  successors — thi* 
bfing  the  next  in  succession  ;  the  legs  of  iron  represented 
the  Roman  empire,  which  was  the  fourth  great  monarchy  of 
the  world ;  and  the  feet  and  toes,  part  of  iron  and  part  of 
clay,  represented  the  dissolution  of  the  Roman  empire  and 
its  subdivision  into  the  kingdoms  of  Modern  Europe,  as 
they  now  exist  in  their  divided  state,  partly  Roman  and 
partly  Protestant,  and  not  cleaving  one  to  another,  even  as 
iron  and  clay  will  not  adhere  or  unite  in  mutual  strength. 

Of  course  then  the  government  of  England  is  one  of  the 
toes  of  this  image. 

Now,  "in  the  days  of  these  kings  (or  kingdoms  repre- 
sented by  the  feet  and  toes)  tlie  God  of  heaven  should  set 
up  a  kingdom  which  should  not  be  left  to  other  people,  bvt 
which  should  break  in  pieces  all  thesa  kingdoms  and  stand 
for  erer,",SLS  represented  by  the  little  stone. 

This  is  the  interpretation  which  the  God  of  heaven  him- 
self gave  to  Daniel,  and  which  Daniel  has  given  in  the 
Scriptures;  and  England  has  given  the  Scriptures  to  the 
world — thus  actually  revealing  to  the  world  its  destiny  and 
her  own. 

But  before  we  proceed  further  we  shall  go  back  and  take 
auother  view  of  the  same  subject,  as  revealed  to  Daniel  on 
another  occasion,  and  under  a  different  figure.  He  saw 
(Dan.  vii.)  these  same  four  kingdoms,  viz.  the  Babylonians, 
Medes  and  Persians,  Greeks,  and  Romans,  rise  and  reign 
in  succession  under  the  figure  of  four  beasts.  Out  of  the 
fourth  beast  he  saw,  under  the  figure  often  horns,  ten  king- 
doms rise,  which  are  the  same  that  the  feet  and  toes  reprQt 
sented,  viz.  the  kingdoms  of  Modem  Europe.  "  And  he 
beheld  till  the  thrones  were  cast  down,  and  tlie  Ancient  of 
Days  did  sit,  and  judgement  was  given  to  the  Saints,  and 
the  time  came  that  the  Saints  possessed  the  kingdom." 
Again,  he  said,  "  Tlie  Saints  of  the  Most  High  shall  take 
the  kingdom  and  possess  the  kingdom  for  ever,  even  for  ever 
and  ever."  Again,  "  The  kingdom  and  dominion,  and  the 
greatness  of  the  kingdom  under  the  whole  heaven,  shall  be 
given  to  the  people  of  the  Saints  of  the  Most  High.   Whos^

world  and  all  ilie  surrounding  nations  for  the  next  thousand 
years  at  least.     (See  Zechanah  14.) 

This  restoration  will  take  place  hy  a  series  of  miracles, 
signs,  wonders,  revelations,  judgments,  kc,  which  will  far 
exceed  the  dispensation  of  Moses  and  the  deliverance  of 
Israel  from  Egyptian  hondage.  (Jeremiah  16lh.;  Eaekiel 
20th ;  Isaiah  1 1  th  ;  Ezekiel  36th  to  39th  inclusive.)  With 
this  revolution  will  he  connected  the  resurrection  of  thesainls 
that  have  slept.  See  Daniel  xii.  2.;  Job  xix.,  25,  2t>,  27  ; 
Ilev.  XX.  t    1. 

A  physical  change  also  awaits  the  eartli  at  thia^  time. 
The  mountains  will  be  thrown  down,  the  valleys  exalted,  the 
rough  places  will  become  smooth,  and  the  crooked  places 
straight,  the  barren  deserts  fruitful,  and  the  parched  ground 
well  watered  ;  and  even  the  beasts  of  prey  will  be  wrought 
upon  by  the  spirit  of  (iod — will  lose  their  thirst  for  blood, 
and  become  perfectly  harmless,  feeding  on  vegetable  food 
only.  i  ?.a>ii8 

Isaiah  and  others  have  written  upon  all  these  tbiflgft.so 
extensively  that  it  would  be  needless  for  me  to  give  the  quo- 
tations in  this  place.  Connected  with  this  restitution  will 
be  judgments  and  signs  in  heaven  above  and  earth  beneath, 
which  will  distress  the  nations,  and  destroy  miUions  by 
famine,  pestilence,  sword,  lemj>ests,  hail,  earthquakes,  floo<ls, 
and  whirlwinds,  and  which  will  finally  terminate  in  a  tire, 
as  fatal  to  all  the  proud  and  them  that  do  wickedly  us  the 
flood  of  Noah  and  the  fire  that  fell  upon  Sodom.  I'hen,  as 
Noah  was  a  survivor  of  a  world  destroyed,  and  himself  and 
fjimily  the  sole  proprietors  of  the  earth,  so  will  the  saints  of 
the  Most  High  ])ossess  the  earth  and  its  whole  dominion, 
and  tread'upon  the  ashes  of  the  wicked.  (See  Isaiah  xxiv., 
1st  to  6th;  Malachi  last;  Luke  xxi.,  2510  36;  Joel  ii.)

spolien.  By  this  means  we  are  enabled  to  come  to  a  knotr- 
ledge  of  these  points  of  doctrine  and  prophecy,  and  to  un- 
derstand clearly  that  which  has  been  rendered  obscure  by 
coming  down  to  us  through  the  dark  ages,  robbed  of  its 
plainness  by  priestcraft  and  superstition,  and  mingled  witli 
the  traditions  of  men.  By  this  means  we  are  enabled  to 
understand  definitely  the  signs  of  the  times,  and  how  and 
when  the  prophecies  are  to  be  fulfilled  in  relation  to  the 
great  revolution  so  clearly  set  forth  in  this  letter.  And  ])Y 
this  means  we  understand  the  fate  of  the  world  and  the 
destiny  to  which  the  nations  are  hastening. 

This  ancient  record  was  discovered  in  1827,  in  Western 
New  York,  in  the  bowels  of  the  earth,  where  it  had  been 
concealed  for  1400  years.  It  was  there  deposited  by  a  holy 
prophet,  whose  name  was  Moroni,  in  order  to  preserve  it,  at 
a  time  when  a  great  nation  was  overthrown.  It  was  trans- 
lated and  published  in  English  in  1830.  Since  that  time 
it  has  been  a  principle  means  in  the  hands  of  God  of  work- 
ing a  greater  revolution  among  men  than  was  ever  known  in 
so  short  a  time.  It  has  given  rise  to  tbe  Church  of  Christ  of 
Latter-Day  Saints,  who  were  first  organized  with  six  mem- 
bers on  the  sixth  of  April,  1830,  but  who  now  number  many 
thousands,  both  in  America  and  Europe. 

This  Church  professes  to  hold  to  the  ancient  order  of  the 
Gospel,  as  revealed  both  in  the  Bible  and  in  this  American 
record.  They  discard  infant  baptism,  as  an  invention  of 
priestcraft,  and  hold  to  the  baptism  of  penitent  believers  for 
remission  of  sins,  and  to  the  gilt  of  the  Holy  Ghost  by  the 
laying  on  of  hands  in  the  name  of  Jesus;  and  to  the  gifts  of 
healing,  prophec}',  miracles,  &c.,  as  Jesus  has  promised  i« 
his  Word. 

The  Church  of  the  Saints  thus  organized  upon  the  ancient 
order  and  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints,  mu^t  grow  juid 
flourish,  and  spread  among  all  nations,  and  must  increase  in 
faith,  and  power,  and  might,  and  glory,  until,  as  a  bride, 
adorned  for  her  husband,  she  is  prepared  for  her  coming, 
Lord,  and  for  the  marriage  supper  of  the  lamb. 

Perhaps  a  few  words  of  one  of  the  prophets,  as  contained' 
in  this  ancient  record,  will  serve  to  shew  what  is  at  hand  to, 
be  fulfilled,  in  plainer  tenns  than  any  modern  style  of  lan- 
guage can  express.  From  the  67th  page  of  the  first  Book  of 
Neplii,  as  contained  in  this  ancient  record,  I  extract  the 
fjf^llowing : —

And  the  blood  of  that' 
great  and  abominable  Church,  which  is  the  whore  of  all  th^. 
earth,  shall  turn  upon  their  own  heads,  artd  ih^^'sHdlt-'bfe^ 
drunk  with  iheir  own  blood.     And  every  nation  wh^^fVf^liair' 
war  against  thee,  O  house  of  Israel,  shall  be  tnt^nfdtlrtie' 
against  another,  and  they  shall  fall  into  the  pil^^.ich'tll^". 
digi^ed  to  ensnare  the  pe()})le  of  the  liord  ;  and  all  that  fi^gnt 
against  Zion  shall  be  destroyed.     And  that  great  whoh?/ 
who  hath  perverted  the  ways  of  the  Lord," VetA,' that' i;itAt 
and  ahoniinableChurcii,  shall  tumble  to  the  dust/atid'gi'^af ' 
shall  be  the  fall  of  it.     t'or,  behold,  the  time  cometh  speedily 
that  Satan  shall  have  n(»  more  power  over  the  hearts  of  thtil: 
children  of  men  ;  for  the  day  soon  cometh  that  all  the  proud'' 
and  they  who  do  wickedly  shall  be  as  stubble,  and  llie  dity' 
cometh  that  they  must  be  burned.    For  the  lime  so(m  coinefh 
liiat  ihe  liilness  of  the  wrath   of  God  shall  be  ponred  oht 
upon  all  the  children  of  men,  for  he  will  not  sulfer  that  th^  ' 
wicked  shall  desti'oy  the  righteous ;  therefore  he  will  pre- 
serve the  righteous  bv  his  power,  even   if  it  so  be  th.at  the 
fulness  of  his  wra-h  njust  come,  and  the  righteous  he  pre- 
served, even  unto  the  destruction  of  their  enemies  by  fire. 
Wherefore,  the  righteous  need  not  fear,  for  they  shall  h€ 
saved,  oven  if  it  so  he  as  by  fire.      Behold,  I  say  unto  yottf 
that  these  things  must  shortly  come,  yen,  even   blood,  arty! ' 
fn  e,  and  vapour  of  smoke,  must  come,  and  it  must  needs  be 
upon  the  face  of  this  earth;  and  it  cometh  unto  men  accord- 
ing to  the  flesh, if  it  so  be  that  they  harden  their  hearts  against 
the  Holy  One  of  Israel  ;  for  behold  the  righteous  shall  not 
perish;  for  the  time  surely  must  come,  that  all  who  fight  ' 
against  Zion  shall  be  cut  olf.     And  the   Lord  will   surclij*' 
prqmre  a  way  for  his  people,  unto  the  fulfilling  of  the  word^ 
of  Moses,  which  he  spake,  saying,  **  A  prophet  shall  ttic 
Lord  youj;  (lod  raise  up  unto  yon,  like  unto  me  ;  him  shall 
you  Ileal   in  all  things  whatsoever  he  shall  say  unto  you.*' 
Ai.  11  come  lo  pass,  that  all  those  who  shall  not  h^^V 

thn-  '.all  be  cut  o(^  from  an)ung  the  people.       '  '  '' 

■^  L  \ephi  declare  unto  you.,  liiat  this  prophWftP^'- 

i»h  OS  spake  was  the   Holy    One  of  Israel,     where- 
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fore,  he  shall  execute  judgment  in  righteousness;  and  the 
rjgh^epiia  need  not  fear,  for  they  tire  those  who  shall  not  he 
confounded.  But  it  is  the  kingdom  of  the  Devil  which 
sliali  he  built  up  among  the  children  of  men,  which  king- 
doin  is  established  among  them  which  are  in  the  flesh  ;  for 
tlj^dme  speedily  shall  come  that  all  the  churches  which  are 
built  up  to  get  gain,  and  all  those  which  are  built  up  to  get 
power  over  the,flush,and  those  which  are  built  up  to  become 
poj>uJ|3j*  in  the.eyes  of  the  world,  and  those  who  seek  the 
lusts  of  the  fiesh,  and  the  things  of  the  world,  and  to  do 
all  manner  of.  iniquity, — yea,  in  fine,  all  those  who  belong 
tQjjtJjei -kingdom  of  the  Devil  are  they  who  need  fear  and 
tremble,  and  quake ;  they  are  those  who  must  be  brought 
low  in  the  dust ;  they  are  those  who  must  be  consumed  as 
stu|)blQ,  .And  the  time  cometh  speedily  that  the  righteous 
n^ust  be  led  up  as  calves  of  the  stall,  and  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel  must  reign  in  dominion,  and  might,  and  power,  and 
great  glory.  And  he  gatheroth  his  children  from  the  four 
quarters  of  the  earth,  and  he  numbereth  his  sheep  and  they 
know  him;  and  there  shall  be  one  fold  and  one  shepherd  ; 
and  he  shall  feed  his  sheep,  and  in  him  they  shall  find 
pasture." 

I  have  given  the  above  extract  from  this  ancient  prophecy, 
in  ordi-r  that  y^our  Majesty,  and  the  people  of  your  dominion, 
may;  bp ;  $^ware  of  future  events  which  are  nigh,  even  at  ihe 
doq^/v,  iff 

I  must  close  this  letter  by  forewarning  the  Sovereign  and 
peQ}j|e,,pf  England,   in   the  most   affectionate  manner,    to 
repent  and  turn  to  the  Loril  with  full    purpose  of  heart. 
When  I  say  repent,  I  mean  my  message  for  the  lords  and 
nobles,  clergy  and  gentry,  as  vrell  as  Sovereign  and  people. 
J  iCt,  thena  deal  their  bread  to  the  hungry,  their  clothing  to 
the  naked,—  let  them  be  merciful  to  the  poor,  the  needy,  the 
sick  and  the  afliicted,  the  widow  and   the   fatherless,— let 
th^ifl  set  the  oppressed  free,  and  break  every  yoke ;  and  in  ' 
order  to  be  able  the  more  »f{ectually  to  do  this,  let  them 
dispense  with  their  pride  and  extravagance,  their  luxury  aiid. 
excess;  for  the  cries  of  the  poor  have  ascended  up  to  Heav^p,-  '^ 
and  their  groans  and  tears  have  ascended  up  before  the  Lord,  ; 
and,  his  anger  is  kindled;  and  he  will  no  longer  suffer  thtir 
snfleriygs  to  go  unnoticed. 

In.sjhprt,  let  them  bring  forth  fruits  meet  for  repentance^ 
and  come  ifipd  be  b;iptised  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  for  re- 
mi|>4|i9tM(9^n^HSiXiud  then  shall  they  receive  the  Holy  Spirit, 
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and  become  the  saints  of  the  Most  High,  the  children  of 
light ;  and  signs  shall  follow  them  that  believe,  the  sick  shall 
he  healed  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  devils  shall  be  cast  out,  the 
deaf  shall  hear  and  the  dumb  shall  speak,  and  the  poor  shall 
bave  the  gospel  preached  unto  them. 

Now  if  the  rulers,  clergy, and  people  of  England  hearken 
ro  this  message,  they  shall  have  part  in  this  glorious  king- 
dom so  clearly  set  forth  in  this  letter  ;  but  if  they  will  not 
hearken  to  the  words  of  the  prophets  and  apostles,  they  will 
be  overthrown  with  the  wicked,  and  perish  from  the  earth. 

The  Lord  God  of  Israel  hath  sent  his  angel  with  thi* 
message  to  the  children  of  men  ;  "  to  them  that  dwelt  upon 
t»he  earlh,  and  to  every  nation,  and  kindred,  and  tongue, 
and  people,  saying,  with  a  loud  voice,  fear  God  and  give 
glory  to  him:  for  the  hour  of  his  judgments  is  come,  and 
worship  him  that  made  Heaven,  and  earth,  and  the  sea, 
aod  the  fountains  of  waters." 

With  sentiments  of  profound  respect,  and  with 
the  most  anxious  desire  for  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the
